CHAPLAINS 

The Department of the Army at Washington reports that 
on Thursday, July 29, 1948, the Corps of Chaplains will be 
173 years old—within a few days of being as old as the 
United States Army itself. 

Today there are still 1,097 chaplains of all faiths on duty 
with the Army around the world, after a World War II 
peak strength of 8,171 in July, 1945. 

Chaplains in the last great war were awarded 2,653 deco- 
rations and 1,543 chaplains received them. Eighteen of them 





received the Distinguished Service Cross and 167 rated the. 


Silver Star. A total of 77 of them were killed in action, five 
died in a Japanese prison camp, and 253 were wounded in 
action. 

In late May, this year, the four chaplains who sacrificed 
their lives when the S. S. Dorchester sank on February 3, 
1943, after being torpedoed off Greenland, were com- 
memorated on one of the issues of the 3-cent stamps of 
the Post Office Department, a gesture to the men in uni- 
form. These four chaplains are George L. Fox and Clark V. 
Poling, Protestants; John P. Washington, Roman Catholic; 
Alexander D. Goode, Jewish. The stamps were released by 
the Post Office Department of Washington, D. C., May 28. 
At the FIRST DAY SALES ceremonies held at the White 
House the nearest of kin of the FOUR CHAPLAINS were 
honored guests.

MIAMI BEACH, Fla.—(RNS)—Twenty-five thousand Bi- 
bles, weighing twenty-three tons, were used to build a giant 
arch over the entrance to a local hotel where the Gideons 
International held a cabinet meeting. 

Members of the Miami Ministerial Association assisted 
the Gideons in constructing the arch and later attended 
a mass dedication of the Bibles, which are to be distributed 
to hotels here. The Bibles constitute the largest single gift 
ever made by the Gideons.

These who have served their country and given their 
lives really did not lose their lives for they gave themselves 
as their contribution to the cost of defeating the enemy 
and winning the peace. 

These heroes gave their lives that we might live securely. 
Even on the battlefield, they hoped that they might return 
to their loved ones and things they left behind them. They 
looked forward for better homes, a better country, and a 
stronger nation. They made the supreme sacrifice, and it 
is very fitting that we should remember them on Memorial 
Day.

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Report of Southwestern 
Youth Congress

The first Southwestern Youth Con- 
gress convened March 24-26, in the 
J. Frank Norris Temple, in downtown 
Fort Worth, Texas. Services opened 
Wednesday night, with an estimated 
congregation of fifteen hundred. The 
welcome address was given by Rev. 
E. O. Kerce state overseer of Texas. 
The youth convention was formally 
opened by Rev. Ralph E. Williams, 
National Youth Director. Brother 
Williams commended the workers of 
this district for their united efforts 
and large crowd they had brought to 
this great youth convention. He said, 
“I am really surprised at such a large 
attendance at this first Southwestern 
Youth Congress.” 


Reverend John L. Byrd led the con- 
gregation in prayer, and the evening 
message was brought by Rev. E. C. 
Clark, on “Youth’s Decision.” Brother 
Clark emphasized the need of youth 
making a decision and then keeping 
that decision, stating that those who 
pioneered the way before the youth of 
today had to suffer persecutions, go 
without sufficient clothing, and some- 
times go hungry in order to carry the 
gospel of the Church of God to the 
various states of the Union. After the 
message, Brother Williams called for 
the young people to come forward and 
reconsecrate their lives to the service 
of God. Many young people responded, 
kneeling around the altar in that vast 
auditorium. Their prayers blended to- 
gether as they sought the face of God 
and the help we need for the future 
work of the Church of God youth. 


The early Thursday morning service 
for youth consecration was conducted 
by Rev. Bascom Stanley, state overseer 
of New Mexico. He was there with the 
glory of God in his soul, and led those 
young people in an old-time prayer 
meeting. The power of God fell and 
the young people were encouraged to 
pray more. The ten o’clock service 
was conducted by Rev. Charles Conn, 
of Missouri, and by the time this 
service got well under way, young and 
old alike were shouting the praises of 
God. Brother Conn just seemed to 
know what to add in between each 
song and each message. 
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YOUTH EVANGELISM DISCUSSED 


The first speaker on youth evange- 
lism was Rev. Bobby Barger, youth 
director of Arkansas. His subject was 
“Youth Evangelism in Local Youth Re- 
vivals.” Brother Barger emphasized 
the need of youth revivals, challenging 
the pastors to turn one revival each 
year over to their young people. 
“They'll get the job done,” he declared. 
He also advised that these youth re- 
vivals should be filled with the power 
and Spirit of God and the Holy Ghost. 
“This is what it will take to save the 
youth in these last days,” Bobby said. 
After the first message, special sing- 
ing was rendered by the Leadwood, 
Missouri, Trio and the Arkanas Trio. 
While they sang, the glory of God 
seemed to hover down throughout that 
vast building. 

Next along the line of youth evange- 
lism was a talk by Rev. Elmo Made- 
well, youth director of Oklahoma. His 
subject was “Youth Evangelism in 
Local Y.P.E. Services.” Brother Made- 
well started out by saying every youth 
service should be filled with the pre- 
sence of God, and before he had been 
speaking long, the crowd shouted un- 
til he had to stand by and allow them 
to give vent to the great Spirit of God 
that was blessing their souls. He then 
took a course through the Bible, using 
as examples different men who had 
lived for God and “when they were 
in need God delivered them,” he said. 
Wave after wave of glory fell as Broth- 
er Madewell delivered his soul to the 
young people of eight Southwestern 
states. Special singing was rendered 
by the Iowa Park, Texas, Trio and the 
Fort Worth Quartet. 

“Youth Evangelism in Local Sunday 
Schools” was discussed by Rev. G. M. 
Gilbert, of Electra, Texas. Brother 
Gilbert brought valuable statistics of 
what the Sunday School had accom- 
plished down through the centuries. 
He declared that eighty per cent of 
all church members came from the 
Sunday Schools, and ninety to ninety- 
five percent of all ministers and mis- 
sionaries came from the Sunday 
Schools. He quoted a leading states- 
man, “If you want to change entire 
civilization over night, begin with the 
children.” ’ 

After special singing by Brother 





Dillo of Leadwood, Missouri, the mes- 
sage of the morning was delivered by 
John L. Byrd, overseer of Lousiana. 
Brother Byrd’s sermon was very time- 
ly. He advised young ministers how to 
be successful. This message was 
straight and enjoyed by all, and oc- 
casionally was interrupted by those 
who enjoy straight preaching shout- 
ing out praises to God. 


The subject of discussion in the 
afternoon was “Sunday School in 
Action,” conducted by Rev. D. W. 
Dowdy. “Organization of Sunday 
Schools” was discussed by Rev. Alfred 
Nicholson, state youth director of 
Lousiana. Brother Nicholson empha- 
sized the need of each Sunday School 
being organized. Many fine sug- 
gestions as to the organization of 
the schools were given. This service 
was conducted by Floyd Ramsey, and 
he did a fine job. Plenty of special 
singing was rendered by Rev. O. R. 
White, Leadwood, Missouri, and 
others. 

The Mississippi youth director, 
Brother Gene Christenbury, spoke in 
his unique way on “Entertainment in 
the Sunday Schools.” Many good 
things were said on this subject. 


Rev. E. O. Kerce, state overseer of 
Texas, got down to business and spoke 
right to the point on “Sunday School 
in Action.” This timely message made 
us wonder what would be accomplished 
in our Sunday Schools if we had wide- 
awake pastors in every church. 

The Thursday night session was 
conducted by Rev. Clifford Bridges, of 
San Antonio, Texas. The power of God 
was present. Oh how the “glory’s’ rang 
throughout the building. As _ special 
and congregational singing was rend- 
ered, one could see that this service 
was going to be great. 


When Judge McDonnell arose to 
speak on “Juvenile Delinquency,” he 
stated that such enthusiasm in re- 
ligion, as he had seen manifested in 
that service, is what it will take to 
curb juvenile delinquency. He stated 
also that although he was of another 
faith, he liked to attend services where 
one can feel God’s presence. The judge 
spoke briefly but gave some fine in- 
formation. 

Rev. H. L. Chesser, Assistant General 
Overseer, brought the evening mes- 
sage, and in this message he told how 
he had come up in the Church of God. 
“You can live for God in your youth,” 
he said. This message found its place 
in the hearts of the people who had 
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already been blessed, until many 
shouted and ran around the large 
auditorium. At the close of Brother 
Chesser’s message many came to the 
altar. 

The Friday morning service was con- 
ducted by Rev. Floyd Ramsey. Rev. 
E. L. Simmons, President of Lee Col- 
lege, spoke at ten o’clock Friday morn- 
ing. Brother Simmons gave much 
valuable information about the Col- 
lege. By the time this message was 
finished, we were all prouder of our 
school and college than before. 

After some good special singing by 
various Southland singers, Rev. L. L. 
Hughes brought the morning message. 
“Be strong in the Lord, and in the 
power of His might” was the text 
he chose, and he spoke on “The Need 
of the Youth to Be Strong in the 
Lord.” Brother Hughes’ message 
blessed the hearts of all present, and 
was also interrupted by the congre- 
gation, at times, with some hearty 
shouts from heaven. 

The afternoon session was con- 
ducted by Rev. Doyle McCoy. Willie 
Lee Darter, of Electra, Texas, spoke 
on the “Value of D. V. B. S.” She 
stated that the D. V. B.S. is justa 
lifesaver to us, that we may make 
up to our youth some of the teach- 
ing we owe them. Many more good 
thoughts were brought out. 

A youth testimony service was con- 
ducted, and it was a great blessing 
to listen to those young people tell 
how God had saved them and how de- 
termined they were to go on and do 
what God would have them do. Shouts 
of glory filled the building. 

Rev. Floyd Ramsey testified of what 
a blessing this meeting had been to 
him. He then turned to the Psalms 
for his scriptuure reading, and entered 
into a heated sermon to both young 
and old. Many “glory’s” echoed 
throughout the building as this mes- 
sage was delivered. 

Friday night, the devotional service 
started off with a shout. The great 
band that played throughout the con- 
vention seemed to be at their best. 
Your reporter conducted the service 
and my soul was so filled with God’s 
presence I felt like running through 
a troop and leaping over a wall. Some 
good special singing was rendered by 
Brother and Sister Mooneyham, who 
are preparing to go to Africa as mis- 
sionaries, also by the Sweetwater, 
Texas, Trio. 

Rev. Ralph E. Williams spoke on 
“A Challenge to Youth.” In, this mes- 
sage he challenged the youth of the

Church of God to take advantage of 
the great opportunity afforded them. 
He emphasized the need of conse- 
crated youth workers in the Church 
of God. He asked the Sunday School 
and Y. P. E. workers present to raise 
their hands. “This challenge is to you,” 
he said. “Go back on the field and 
do the best in whatever position you 
are. If you are a janitor, make a good 
one; if a teacher, make a good one.” 
Brother Simmons spoke to us on 
the thought of God’s riches toward 
His people, naming Christ as the 
Cashier, God as the Banker, location 
of the Bank in heaven, captial of the 
bank as all riches of heaven. He made 
mention of God’s promises to us, 
which served to increase our faith 
and build us up for the battle ahead. 
This concluding service was wonder- 


ful. During the singing the power fell 
and a great majority of the people 
present were blessed in some way. 
Yes, the people were well paid for 
their efforts, and we are looking* for- 
ward to another youth convention in 
the great Southwest next year. If 
you'll pray for the workers out here, 
and give a helping hand, we'll have 
something greater to show you in the 
next few years as to the progress in 
the youth work and the Church of 
God.

On Wednesday, March 31,-at Cant- 
well, Missouri, a number of ministers, 
members, and friends gathered at the 
local Church of God to pay their final 
respects and tributes to Brother 
Matthew Herman Durbin, a great 
man of God and one of our beloved 
ministers in the State. 

Matthew Herman Durbin was born 
on November 9, 1879, at Rich Woods, 
Missouri, and died March 28, 1948. He 
was converted and united with the 
Church of God at a very young age, 
and served God with fervor and sin- 
cerity his entire life. He was a bishop 
at the time of his death. 

Brother Durbin was a man of re- 
spect and much loved in every place 


he lived and worked. He was residing 
in Pittsburg, Kansas, and his passing 
brought much sorrow and regret to 
the people of the community. He had 
pastored the local Pittsburg church 
for two years. He had also pastored 
churches in the following places: 
Lamar, Dudley, Leadwood, and Bonne 
Terre, Missouri. 

In Brother Durbin’s early years, he 
met and married Miss Sophia Decue. 
To this union were born five children, 
two of whom died in infancy. Ray- 
mond, Joe and Albert, his sons all 
reside in the Missouri Leadbelt. His 
first wife preceded him in death in 
March, 1930, and on April 29, 1934, 
he was united in marriage to Miss 
Nellie Ralph. 

The funeral services were conducted 
by Reverend Britt, pastor of the 
church in Cantwell, Brother Durbin’s 
home church, and Reverend Berry, 
pastor at Pittsburg. The state over- 
seer of Missouri, Rev. Wilma Henry, 
and the state overseer of Kansas, Rev. 
W. E. Dowdy, also took part. The Free 
Will Baptist quartet sang. 

I am sure we shall miss this man 
of God greatly, as he lived a life for 
God that speaks for itself; but we 
can rejoice that he is enjoying the 
blessing of the Lord in the paradise 
of God.

Acts 11:26c, “And the disciples were 
called Christians first in Antioch.” 

Nineteen hundred years ago, a great 
city, Antioch, stood on the bank of 
the Orontes River, about twelve miles 
inland from the northeast corner of 
the Mediterranean Sea. Through the 
city trailed a wide avenue paved part 
of the way with marble slabs, 
flanked with trees and colonnades, 
and covered promenades where people 
might walk in shelter from the sun- 
shine and storm. 

The city was renowned throughout 
the ancient world for its prosperity, 
and was attractive as a beautiful 
place of residence and a pleasure 
resort. There were beautiful groves 
and temples dedicated to the pagan 
gods, which were worshiped by the 
people of the city. In the groves of 
Daphne were fountains, statues, and 
the great temple of Apollo. It was in 
this temple that in August each year 
a religious festival was held which be- 
came a carnival of licentious freedom. 
Arts, music, and dancing enlivened the 
hours by day and night. Thousands 
gave their whole time to the pursuit 
of pleasure. Such gaiety as the peo- 
ple of Antioch enjoyed in that day 
was associated with their religion. Re- 
ligion does not demand a long face, 
but it does require clean living. 

In this great city of Antioch, there 
was a small group of people called 


Christians. To be a Christian means ' 


that one is Christlike. The peculiari- 
ties that set apart the - Christians 
from the others, no doubt, were very 
distinct. They did not attend. the 
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festivals, dances, races, and other 
worldly places of amusement, but were 
often gathered together in a place 
of worship, exhorting one another, 
singing psalms, hymns, and rejoicing 
in their Lord and Jesus Christ. The 
distinction between the Christian and 
the non-Christian is as sharp today 
as it was in Antioch in the days of 
Paul. God help us to be real Chris- 
tians. We may have to suffer. “But 
rejoice, inasmuch as ye are partakers 
of Christ’s sufferings; that when his 
glory shall be revealed, ye may be 
glad also with exceeding joy. If ye 
be reproached for the name of Christ, 
happy are ye; for the spirit of glory 
and of God resteth upon you: on their 
part he is evil spoken of, but on your 
part he is glorified. But let none of 
you suffer as a murderer, or as a 
thief, or as an evildoer, or as a busy- 
body in other men’s matters. Yet, if 
any man suffer as a Christian, let 
him not be ashamed; but let him glo- 
rify God on this behalf.” So says 1 
Peter 4:13-16, 

Thank God, we can be Christians 
today and live a righteous and godly, 
separated, Spirit-filled, overcoming, 
victorious life. Those who merely 
profess would like to accuse the real 


Christian and pull him down to their. 


own level. They smoke their ciga- 
rettes drink a nip, play cards, bet on 
horse races, attend prize fights, at- 
tend theaters, and try to see just how 
near like the world they can be. They 
backbite, grumble, gossip, grouch, 
complain, and find fault with the 
preacher and everyone else, and then 
go any length to keep their name on 
a church record. 

My friend, you may cry to high 
heaven about being saved, sanctified, 





and filled with the Holy Ghost; you 
may disturb every district pastor, 
state overseer, and even the Assistant 
and General Overseers to keep from 
being disfellowshiped from the 
church, but if you are not a real 
Christian you will never get inside the 
city of God. 

In 2 Cor. 6:17, Paul tells us to come 
out from among the unrighteous and 
be separate. There is no fellowship 
of righteousness with unrighteous- 
ness; there is no communion of light 
with darkness; there is no concord of 
Christ with Belial; there is no agree- 
ment of the temple of God with that 
of idols. There is no place for a 
Christian to have fellowship with un- 
believers. The line of demarcation is 
as plain today as it ever was. Over 
half of the New Testament was writ- 
ten as instructions to the Christian. I 
think of many scriptures which I 
would like to quote for you at this 
‘time, but space is limited, so let us 
consider just one more. In Matt. 5:16, 
Jesus says, “Let your light so shine 
before men, that they may see your 
good’ works, and glorify your Father 
which is in heaven.” If you are a 
Christian, people will know it. Your 
light will shine and the people will 
see your good works. The hypocrites 
and professors are known too. Their 
lives and their works are known. 
They may shout loud, jump high, and 
testify long, but it has been said, and 
rightly so, “What you do speaks so 
loud I can’t hear what you say!” 

I conclude by’saying, “I thank God 
we can live so that no man can 
rightly point a finger of accusation at 
us.” God help us to do so, that we 
may all have an abundant entrance 
into the city of God. Amen.

LUKE 6:48 

I shall liken our spiritual life unto 
a building for the habitation of man 
in this life. A house is no stronger 
than its foundation. If your structure 
has a good foundation, it will stand 
against the winds and rains, and will 
be a place of refuge in time of storm;

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Che Church of God

“Upon this rock I will build my 
church; and the gates of hell shall 
not prevail against it,” Matt. 16:18. 
Some people will say, “If we have the 
holiness, or Church of God, preachers 
to come into our community, they 
will tear up our churches.” Now, if I 
or any other preacher can tear upyour 
church, it is not what it should be. I 
readily admit that false teachers 
cause a great deal of confusion in 
local churches, yet I have not the 
least fear that the Church of God asa 
whole will ever be overthrown, as she 
was planted, or builded, by Jesus, 
Himself, and He says she shall not be 
overcome. 

Let us see if we can find the Rock 
in the Bible to which Jesus was re- 
ferring, for we are sure He had no 
reference to Peter’s earthly body when 
He said, “Upon this rock I will build 
my church.” We find in 1 Samuel 2:2, 
“Neither is there any rock like our 
God.” Also, 2 Sam. 22:2, “And he said, 
The Lord is my rock, and my fortress, 
and my deliverer.” So, we assume that 
it undoubtedly was the Word of God 
upon which Jesus was going to build 
His church. We find in St. John 1:1, 
“In the beginning was the Word, and 
the Word was with God, and the 
Word was God.” Verse 14, “And the 
Word was made flesh, and dwelt 
among us, and we beheld his glory, 
the glory as of the only begotten of 
the Father, full of grace and truth.” 

Next we want to see something 
about the name of this church which 
Jesus was going to build. Isa. 62:2, 
“And the Gentiles shall see thy 
righteousness, and all kings thy glory; 
and thou shalt be called by a new 
name, which the mouth of the Lord 
shall name.” In verse 1 of this chapter, 
notice that His people were called 
Zion, as well as many other places 
in the Old Testament; also, they were 
called Israel, and Stephen, in 
Acts 7:38, called them the Church 
in the wilderness. Thanks to the great 
God of the skies, she is no longer in 
the wilderness but is shining just 
like Isaiah said she would (2:2), “And 
it shall come to pass in the last days, 
that the mountain of the Lord’s house 
shall be established in the top of the 
mountains, and shall be exalted 
above the hills; and all nations shall 
flow into it.” 
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What was the new name God’s 
house or church was called in St. 
John 17:11? Jesus praying to the 
Father said, “Holy Father, keep 
through thine own name those whom 
thou hast given me.” Verse 12, talk- 
ing directly to His Father in this won- 
derful prayer, He said, “While I was 
with them in the world, I kept them 
in thy name.” This, then, “theFather,” 
undoubtedly was the new name of 
which the prophet Isaiah tells us. 
Notice, also, Paul’s prayer in Eph. 
3:14, “For this cause I bow my knees 
unto the Father of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, of whom the whole family in 
heaven and earth is named.” Here we 
we can see the Church of Godonearth, 
and the family of God in heaven, 
plainly. 

What was the price Christ paid for 
His church? In Acts 20:28 we read, 
“Take heed therefore unto yourselves, 
and to all the flock, over the which 
the Holy Ghost hath made you over- 
seers, to feed the church of God, 
which he hath purchased with his 
own blood.” Here is the name again, 
the Church of God”; also, the great 
price paid by Jesus for His Church. 
No surprise that we as members mag- 
nify and praise His church, consider- 
ing the price He paid for it; also, 
knowing His church is named God, 
Himself. 


Eph, 4:11-13 tells us the kind of 
ministers God gave to His church, 
“And he gave some, apostles; and 
some, prophets; and some, evangelists; 
and some, pastors and teachers; forthe 
perfecting of the saints, for the work 
of the ministry, for the edifying of the 
body of Christ: till we all come in the 
unity of the faith, and of the knowl- 
edge of the Son of God, unto a perfect 
man, unto the measure of the stature 
of the fulness of Christ.” The “Church 
of God” is the real Bible name. Note 
how Paul addressed his epistles to the 
Church of God at Corinth: 1 Cor: 1:2; 
2 Cor. 1:1. 


We have shown you the kind of 
preachers God placed in His church, 
now we shall see what kind ofa 
church He is coming to catch away. 
Eph, 5:25-27, “Husbands, love your 
wives, even as Christ also loved the 
church, and gave himself for it; that 
he might sanctify and cleanse it with 


the washing of water by theword, that 
he might present it to himself a glori- 
ous church, not having spot, or 
wrinkle or any such thing; but that 
it should be holy and without blem- 
ish.”

The Baptism of the Holy Ghost

And they of the cir- 
cumcision which believed were aston- 
ished, as many came with Peter, be- 
cause that on the Gentiles also was 
poured out the gift of the Holy Ghost. 
For they heard them speak with 
tongues, and magnify God.” “Paul 
said unto them, Have ye received the 
Holy Ghost since ye believed? .. . 
$ And when Paul had laid his hands 
upon them, the Holy Ghost came on 
> them; and they spake with tongues, 
and prophesied.” 

There is only one baptism of the 
Holy Ghost, and that is the kind 
> which Mary the mother of Jesus, 
> Peter, James, and John, the one hun- 
dred twenty, Cornelius, and all the 
other scints received. God has a pat- 
tern for the great experience that all 
the prophets coveted, and even angels 
desired to look into , and all throngh 
the Acts of the Apostles they received 
it “as at the beginning.” ‘This is that 
which was spoken by the prophet Joel, 
In the last days, saith the Lord, | 
will pour out of my Spirit upon all 
flesh.” 

So, if you want a Bible baptism 
of the Holy Ghost, God will give it 
to you. “For the promise is unto you, 
and to your children, and to all them 
that are afar off, even as many as 
the Lord, our God shall call.’’—Earl 
Cripps, Miami, Florida. 
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The Rapture of the Church and the

By God’s help, I shall endeavor to 
set forth a brief discourse concerning 
the rapture of the Church, the period 
of tribulation, and the second advent 
of Jesus Christ. 


RAPTURE OF THE CHURCH 
Titus 2:13 

There is a tremendous amount of 
controversy among God’s people in 
regard to the above named events. 
Some contend that the Church, which 
is the body of Christ, will experience, 
or go through the entire tribulation 
period; while others believe it will go 
through a part of it. There is much 
Bible evidence, however, that the 
Church will be fully delivered from 
all of it. Personally, I hold to this 
viewpoint. 

The word “rapture” is not mentioned 
in the Bible. We use the word in re- 
gard to the catching away of the 
church in the air by Jesus, because of 
the great ecstasy and blessing it will 
afford us. 

The rapture of the church and the 
second advent, or coming, of Jesus 
are by no means the same event. They 
are very definitely separated by the 
tribulation period, which will run its 
course of approximately seven years. 
Daniel 9:27. The rapture of the Church 
could possibly take place at any time, 
but the second advent of Christ could 
not. The rapture will occur before the 
seven-year period of tribulation, and 
the second advent of Jesus will take 
place immediately after it. At the 
time of the rapture, Christ will have 
a special class of people in mind; 
namely, the dead in Christ and the 
living in Christ. 1 Thess. 4:16-18. At 
the time of His second coming to the 
earth, after the tribulation period, He 
will have another special class of 
people in mind; the Jews or Israel, 
and alsothe full restoration of Jerusa- 
lem. I can safely state and be entirely 
endorsed by the Word of God that 
the Church will not go through any 
part of Daniel’s seventieth week. The 
tribulation period doesn’t concern the 
Church in any way, but mainly the 
Jews and their city Jerusalem. Dan. 
9:24. 
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The New Testament Church was 
not revealed in Old Testament times, 
and so I am sure it wasn’t revealed to 
Daniel when the prophecy concern- 
ing the seventy weeks was given to 
him. The seventy weeks, or 490 years, 
have no relationship whatsoever with 
the New Testament Church. Jesus 
said the Church would escape the en- 
tire tribulation, in St. Luke 21:36, but 
did not say in what manner. St Paul 
was the first apostle to receive the 
direct revelation as mentionedin1Cor. 
15:51. Also, in Thess. 1:10 and 5:9 
there are plain references declaring 
the Church will escape the wrath 
(tribulation) to come. There are no 
passages of Scripture to be found in 
any of the four Gospels stating just 
how the Church will escape the wrath 
to come, or the tribulation period. 
Christ did mention the rapture in St. 
John 14:1-3, but did not enlarge upon 
it. Many believe Jesus taught the 
rapture to His disciples in the 24th 
and 25th chapters of St. Matthew, but 
not so. The disciples, at that particu- 
lar time, knew nothing about how the 
Church would be constituted, al- 
though they were really the beginning 
of the Church through Jesus but had 
not been awakened to the plan of 
God at that time, and-I am sure they 
had no knowledge of the rapture. 
They were interested only in Christ 
setting up an earthly kingdom in 
Palestine and making Israel as a 
saved and restored nation. Acts 1:6 
further proves this statement because 
just prior to Jesus’ ascension into 
heaven, the disciples again inquired 
of Him saying, “Lord, wilt thou at this 
time restore again the kingdom to 
Israel?” 


Therefore, the questions put forth 
by the disciples in St. Matt. 24:3 were 
purely Jewish, concerning the de- 
struction of their temple in A. D. 70, 
the sign of Jesus’ coming (to the 
earth), and the end of the world (or 
age). Throughout the 24th and 25th 
chapters of St. Matthew, Jesus is 
answering their questions accordingly. 
These questions did not concern the 
Church and the rapture thereof what- 
soever. Until the rapture ofthe Church 


was revealed to the apostle Paul, it 
was a mystery. If it had been revealed 
to. the other disciples before Paul, 
then it could not have been a mystery, 
as stated in 1 Cor. 15:51. Saint Paul 
was the greatest Church apostle. 

We are not to look for, nor expect 
any particular major prophetic ful- 
fillment before the rapture, because it 
is imminent. If there is to be a great 
prophetic sign before the rapture, 
then we should stop looking for the 
rapture to take place, and look for the 
appearance of the sign. I can truly 
state that there are no special signs 
before the rapture, other than the 
preaching of the gospel and the warn- 
ing and the office work of the Holy 
Spirit. (There are many outstanding 
signs, however which shall come to 
pass after the rapture of the Church 
but before Christ’s second advent.) 
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In 1 Thess. 4:16, 17, Paul tells us 
of the manner in which the rapture 
will take place: “For the Lord him- 
self shall descend from heaven with 
a shout, with the voice of the arch- 
angel, and with the trump of God: 
and the dead in Christ shall rise first: 
then we which are alive and remain 
shall be caught up together with them 
in the clouds, to meet the Lord in 
the air: and so shall we ever be with 
the Lord.” Saints of God, this is our 
blessed hope, and as Paul tells us, 
“comfort one another with these 
words.” 

We believe that Saint John was a 
type of the Church being caught up 
into heaven in Rev. 4:1, and webelieve 
the Church will be caught up before 
any of the events of Rev.4:2toChapter 
19 take place. We find in 2 Thess. 2: 
7, 8 a very outstanding reference in 
regard to the Church being caught up 
to meet Jesus in the air before the 
revelation of the beast or antichrist. 
We believe this personal pronoun “he” 
in these verses refers to the Church. 
Paul spoke of the Church in the Mas- 
culine gender in Ephesians 2:15 and 
also 4:13. If Christ is the Head and the 
Church His body, then surely it could 
be spoken of as masculine. Whether 
you believe this “He” to be the Church 
or not, you will agree that the verse 
refers to the rapture. Therefore, the 
Church will be taken out of the way 
before the wicked (antichrist) is re- 
vealed. The Church can be referred 
to in either the feminine or the mas- 
culine gender. 

The main qualification to go in the 
rapture is to be “in Christ.” 1 Thess. 
4:16. This thought should be more en- 
larged upon, but time and space will 
not permit. However, I wish to say 
this: to be “in Christ” means a great 
deal more than some might think. It 
will take nothing short of a full over- 
comer to be “in Christ.” Read Ephesi- 
ans 5:26, 27 in connection with this 
thought. 

The Holy Spirit will not be taken 
from the earth at the time of the 
rapture, as many would have us be- 
lieve. The tribulation could not affect 
the Spirit of God, and the saints at 
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that time will desperately need 
Him. The 7th chapter of Revelation 
shows a great time of salvation in the 
tribulation week. No onecould besaved 
in any age without the ministry of the 
Holy Spirit. No one could be revived 
or refreshed in God without the min- 
istry of the Holy Spirit. How could 
the 144,000 Jews get saved without 
the Holy Spirit? How could anyone 
wash their robes white in the blood 
of the Lamb without the melting and 
leading and drawing of the Holy 
Spirit? One’s shedding his own blood, 
thereby becoming a martyr, could not 
save him in that alone. Therefore, 
it will be necessary for the Holy 
Spirit to be present at the time of 
this great trouble, to aid all who will 
call upon Him. 
THE TRIBULATION PERIOD 

The angel Gabriel told Daniel 
(Dan. 9:24) that seventy weeks were 
determined upon his people and up- 
on their holy city, Jerusalem. The 
purpose of such was to finish the 
transgression, to make an end of 
sins, and to make reconciliation for 
iniquity, to bring in everlasting 
righteousness, to seal up the vision 
and prophecy, and to anoint the 
Most Holy. 

These weeks are weeks of: years; 
that is, seventy weeks of seven years 
each. The first sixty-nine weeks have 
already been fulfilled, after which 
Jesus was crucified, or, as stated in 
Dan. 9:26, the Messiah cut off; but 
the fulfillment of the seventieth 
week has not yet taken place. This 
time between the sixty-ninth week 
and the seventieth week isaparenthe- 
tical period during which God is con- 
stituting the New Testament Church. 

The seventieth week will be a time 
of “great tribulation” known as 
“Jacob’s trouble” such as has never 
been experienced, St. Matt. 24:21. It 
will begin after the Church is taken 
out of the way, when the rider on 
the white horse of Rev. 6:2 goes forth 
conquering and to conquer. This rider 
symbolizes the antichrist or “man of 
sin,” and will make a covenant with 
Israel for one week (or seven years), 
which will be the seventieth week. 


e Second Advent of lesus Christ 


In the middle of the week he 
breaks his covenant with Israel, 
desecrates their noly temple by set- 
ting himself up as God, and demands 
their worship. This, together with the 
placing of the image in the temple, 
causes the terrible wrath of God to 
be poured out upon the earth as 
found in the 15th and 16th chapters 
of Revelation. From Rev. 6:1 to chap- 
ter 19:21 are recorded the events 
of the “great tribulation” period 
or “seventieth week” in the order in 
which they will occur. This time of 
trouble will be*climaxed by the dread- 
ful battle of Armageddon and the re- 
turn of our Lord Jesus Christ with 
the armies of heaven to this earth. 
Zech. 14:1-3; St. Matt. 24:3-31; Rev. 
14:19, 20; 19:11-21. These are just a 
few of the many references on this 
subject found throughout the entire 
Bible. 

THE SECOND COMING OF JESUS 

“Immediately after the tribulation 
of those days (seventieth week) shall 
the sun be darkened, and the moon 
shall not give her light, and the stars 
shall fall from heaven, and the powers 
of the heavens shall be shaken: and 
then shall appear the sign of the Son 
of man in heaven; and then shall all 
the tribes of the earth mourn, and 
they shall see the Son of man coming 
in the clouds of heaven with power 
and great glory,” St. Matt. 24:29, 30. 
“And his feet shall stand in that day 
upon the mount of Olives,” etc. Zech. 
14:4. “For, behold, the Lord will come 
with fire,” etc. Isaiah 66:15. These 
verses of Scripture certainly refute 
the theory that Jesus’ second com- 
ing is merely His coming in grace in 
redemption of a soul when He enters 
one’s heart. His coming will be a vivid 
reality, in person, in majesty, and in 
great glory. 

His coming will be a day of ven- 
geance, fury, and blood, as well as 
a time of great glory, because at that 
time He will defeat the antichrist 
and his armies and the armies of 
the nations allied with him in the 
battle of Armageddon. Isa. 63:1-6; 
66:15, 16; Rev. 19:15. The Word

teaches that He will stain His gar- 
ments with the blood of His enemies. 
The specific purpose of His return is 
to save Israel (Jews) from extermina- 
tion by the antichrist, and to set up 
the kingdom period on this earth. 
Then the antichrist will be cast into 
the lake of fire, and the false prophet 
with him. An angel will come down 
from heaven at approximately this 
time and bind Satan with a _ great 
chain and cast him into the bottom- 
less pit, to remain there for a thous- 
and years. Rev. 20:1-3. 

His second coming will be a glorious 
day for Israel, as well as the sheep 
nations that will be accounted worthy 
to enter the millennium. After Jesus 
judges the nations (in the valley of 
Jehoshaphat, Joel 3:12; St. Matt. 
25:31-46) , He will place Israel in her 
rightful position in Palestine and 
take over the reigns of the nations 
throughout the entire earth, thus 
beginning the millennial kingdom.

2:1-4; 9:7; 19:19-24; 30:26; Isa. 
35:1-10; 65:18-25; Dan. 7:14; Joel. 
3:16-21; Amos 9:11-15; Ezek. 34:11-31; 
37th chapter; Micah 4:1-4; Zech. 2:11; 
8:20-23; Zech. 14:16-21; Acts 15:16; 
Rev. 11:15; Rev. 20:1-7; etc. 

During the millennium, the curse 
on the earth will be partially lifted 
and will be completed through the 
fires of renovation. The kingdom of our 
Lord Jesus Christ will never be re- 
moved. Praise God! It will continue 
to function through the renovation 
and forever. Hebrews 12:26-28; 1 Cor. 
15:24-26; Revelation, chapters 21 and 
22.

Then Sanballat 
and his henchmen were wroth and 
charged their tactics, as evidenced by 
the words in Neh. 6:2. Nehemiah knew 
what they were planning to do and 
sent Sanballat word, saying he was do- 
ing a good work, so why should he 
leave it and come down to him? 

Neither is the devil using the same 
methods any more, but is seeking to 
reason with God’s people according to 
man’s standards, showing the way we 


have prospered, and saying, “Come 
down off the wall for just a bit. I want 
to talk something over with you. If you 
will just let up a little on some things, 
you will grow by leaps and bounds 
and get the best people in town as 
members.”
